The Valley Girl went as far as the 


Romer beacon, and then the raft was 
thrown overboard.

to slide It off the deck and sixteen

swam to tlie iloat and climbed In. The 
float used today was five by eight 
feet, and eighteen persons could ride 
inside.

A Buoyant Clylnder 


The llcat had been put on some of

Wound on the Shin, Which He Re- 


ceived In Trolley Accident at Pitts- 
field, Mass., Develops an Abscess 
and Is Pumped Out. 


Indianapolis. Ind., 
Sept. 
24.—A 


threatening abscess, the result of a 
Bhinbone bruise received In the trolley 
accident near Plttstield, Mass.. sev- 
eral weeks ago, sent President Roose- 
velt under the surgeon's knife In this 
city and ended his tour of the North- 
vest before It was well begun. 


The President Is In no danger. His 


ailment Is not even dangerous. 
The 


abscess was only forming, and had not 
yet become ugly. When opened with 
the scapel, two ounces of pure serum, 
not the more virulent ps, was drawn 
from It. 


The operation was of the simplest. 


There wcs nothing In the ailment 
which made It necessary to affect the 
President's general health. There Is 
nothing of pulse or temperature or 
respiration to be chronicled as In cases 
•which have any claim to be regarded 
•with seriousness. 


The really trilling nature of the 


President's "Illnesa"—trilling, that Is, 
If It were the aflllctlon of a less dis- 
tinguished personage—Is shown by the 
official statement, prepared under the 
direction of the physicians Just before 
the President's train left 
here 
for 


Washington. 


Physicians' Statement 


In the case of an ordinary citizen 


the cause of all the trouble would 
• probably be described as "a slight 
gathering resulting from 
a 
bruise 


•which has been lanced and Is now all 
right." 
The statement In the more 


imposing phraseology of the physi- 
cians follows: 


"At 3:15 o'clock the President went 


from the Columbia Club to St. Vin- 
cent's hospital In his own carriage, 
and shortly after he was In the hoc- 
pltal the operation required was per- 
formed by Dr. George H. Oliver of 
Indianapolis, In consultation with the 
President's physician, Dr. George A. 
Lung, and Dr. George J. Cook, Dr. 
Henry Jameson and Dr. J. J. Rich- 
ardBon. 


Should Recover Quickly. 


"At the conclusion of the operation 


the physicians authorized the follow- 
ing statement: 
" 'As a result of the traumatlsm 


(bruise) received In the trolley acci-

found to be a circumscribed collection 
of perfectly pure serum In the middle 
third of the left anterior tiblal region, 
the sac containing about two ounces,
